Your RadioShack 60-1 OOX Compact Size Microscope iets 
you see objects in great detaii. Its buiit-in mini buib concen- 
trates iight directiy on the object you want to view. You can 
aiso use your microscope to iight your way in dark surround- 
ings. Its compact size design makes it easy to carry it aimost 
everywhere you go. 

INSTALLING BATTERIES 

Your microscope requires two AAA batteries (not suppiied) 
for power. For the best performance and iongest iife, we rec- 
ommend RadioShack aikaiine batteries 

Cautions: 

• Use oniy fresh batteries of the required size and recom- 
mended type. 

• Do not mix oid and new batteries, different types of bat- 
teries (standard, aikaiine, or rechargeabie), or recharge- 
abie batteries of different capacities. 



2. Instaii two AAA batteries (not suppiied) over the ribbon 
according to the poiarity (-i- and -) symbois marked inside 
the compartment. 

3. Repiace the cover 

When the buib dims or the microscope stops operating prop- 
eriy, repiace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of oid batteries promptiy and properiy. Do 
not burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the microscope for several 
weeks, remove the batteries. Batteries can leak chemicals 
that can destroy electronic parts. 


OPERATION 

Your microscope can make objects easier to view by magni- 
fying them from 60 to 100 times their original size. Its mini 
light bulb concentrates light directly on the object you are 
viewing. 

1 . Place the object you want to view on a flat surface. 

Note: Items appear inverted when viewed through the 
eyepiece. 

2. Turn on the light by setting ON/OFF to ON. 

3. Rotate ZOOM to select the magnification power (from 60 
to 100 times). 

4. Look through the eyepiece and rotate FOCUS for the 
sharpest image. 

When you are not using your microscope, keep it in its pouch 
to protect the lenses from possible scratches. 

REPLACING THE BULB 




1 . Set ON/OFF to OFF. 

2. Remove the transparent cover by sliding it away from the 
bulb. Remove the plastic sleeve from the recessed area 
of the transparent cover. 

3. Place the plastic sleeve over the bulb, then unscrew and 
remove the bulb. 

4. Using the plastic sleeve, insert a new 2.5V 370mA E5- 
base bulb and screw it in securely. 

5. Return the plastic sleeve to the recess of the transparent 
cover. 

6. Insert the transparent cover’s four tabs into their respec- 
tive grooves and slide the cover into place. 
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CARE 


Keep the microscope dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediateiy. Use and store the microscope oniy in normai temperature envi- 
ronments. Handie the microscope carefuiiy; do not drop it. Keep the microscope away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cioth occasionaiiy to keep it iooking new. 

Keep your microscope safe in the suppiied pouch when you are not using it. 

Modifying or tampering with the microscope’s internai components can cause a maifunction and might invaiidate its warranty If 
your microscope is not performing as it shouid, take it to your iocai RadioShack store for assistance.
